IN THE CLAIMS 



1 . (currently amended): A method for generating an immune response against one or 
more intracellular pathogens within warm-blooded animals, comprising: 

(a) administering to a warm-blooded animal a replication incompetent alphavirus 
vector construct comprising a polynucleotide encoding at least one immimogenic 
portion of an antigen obtained from an intracellular pathogen, wherein said 
construct directs the expression of said antigen portion the vector conatruct is 
soloctod from the group conaioting of rctro\'iral vectors, alphavirus vectors, 
parvovirus vectors, and cukaryotic layered vector initiation oyotcm vectors ; and 

(b) administering to said warm-blooded animal, prior to or subsequent to 
administration of said vector construct, at least one protein which comprises at 
least one immunogenic portion of an antigen obtained from said intracellular 
pathogen, such that an immune response against the intracellular pathogen is 
generated. 

2. (original): The method according to claim 1, further comprising the step of 
administering an immunomodulatory cofactor. 

3. (previously presented): The method according to claim 1 , wherein said protein is 
administered prior to administration of said vector construct. 

4. (original): The method according to claim 1, wherein said intracellular pathogen

is virus and said antigen a viral antigen. 



5. (previously presented): The method according to claim 4, wherein said virus is a 
hepatitis virus.

26. (previously presented): The method according to claim 4, wherein said virus is a 
feline immunodeficiency virus (FIV) or a human immunodeficiency virus (HIV).
